THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 


The following is a is of the reply «‘ 
Archbishop Langevin to the address of |’ 
Catholics of Edmonton delivered in ~ 
Joachim's charch on Sunday afternoon '..-: : 

Archbishop Langevin in ex)icssed 
his thaoke for the ese denen in 
the address and for the opportunity which 
it gave him of stating his views. The 
school question was looked upon as of the 
very Giret importance by Catholics, who io 
their present stand on the subject were 
fighting for their rights, and would defend 
those rights if nefessary to the death 
They were not slaves. This question was 
not one that could be settled by synods. 
It must be settled by that court of highest 
juriediction, the parliament of Canadas. And 
unless parliament granted Catholics their 
school rights confederation could not stand. 
He could not understand how, when a gov- 
ernment does its duty it should not be sup- 
ported. This was not a question of Cathol:< 
or Protestant, but of right and justice. A 
commission of enquiry had been suggested. 
For five years we have had nothing but the 
echorl question. Everyone knew about it. 
It was strange that the matter had been be- 
fore the courte from year to year and yet 
we knew nothing of it. Even the children 
could tell of the echool question. No—we 
needed no commission, but justice and right. 
A commission on this question would be an 
ineult tothe country and every one in it. 
When England made her laws she did not 
possess all the lands she does now. And 
when sho makes her treaties thoee treaties 
stand good even if she adds to her posses- 
sions. If Australia did not belong to Eng- 
laad, treaties would stand just 
ths same. it should be so in the case of 
Canada, as in that of England. An addition 
to the Territory cf Manitoba did not abro- 

te the agreement regarding Manitoba. 

tholics claimed their constitutional rights. 
They claimed that the minority in the 
Territories have the same constitvtional 
righte asin Ontario. As long as you in the 
Territories have not your school books, 
your teachers, your inspectors, your train- 
ing for teachers, you have no separate 
schools in fact. Are your interests protect- 
ed on the council of pubile instrac- 
tion by a representative without a vote? 
The council meets and may listen to your 
representative, but does as it pleases after- 
wards. Such a system could not be accept- 
ed.

The Catholics of the Terri- 
tories were bound in conscience to fight to 
obtain here what they in Manitoba wanted, 
and were bound to have. .

It had been 
insiouated that the heirarchy held stronger 
views on this subject then the laity, and he 
was glad to have it thus proven that it was 
not so. The duties of the heirarchy and 


laity were the same. It was the duty of | 


every Catholic to educate the children 
under his care according to his conscience. 
The first right in respect of education be- 
longs to nts, and parents were bound as 
well ae the clergy to answer before God for 
the education of their children. As you 
give them food and raiment you must give 
them moral training. At the great tribunal 
you will be ached the question ‘“‘did you 
give moral and religious training.” Catholics 
as wellas Protestants wanted a first class 
education, and he denied that the educa- 
tion of Catholics was inferior to that of Pro- 
testants. Our public men can perform their 
dzties as well as others. A Manitoba mem- 
ber had admitted to the speaker that the 
Catholic members of parliament were 
superior to the Protestant members in edu- 
cation. We wast our children to be 

and then to be learned. Catholic children 
should receive Catholic instruction. Uuder 
the present regulations in the Northwest, 
when the children had been tired with 
the day’s work, during the Jast half hour re- 
ligion was allowed to be broughs in. This 
could oaly tend to disgust the children with 
religious teaching.

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_ MANITOBA ON THE SCHOOL 
QUESTION. ; 

Free Press : Since the school qestion was 
last touched upon by the Free Press, two 
notable incidents have occurred, viz.; the 
semi-offvial announcement of Mr. Greenway 
and the resi ion from the Domiuicn cebi- 
net of Mr. &k Wallace. The announce- 
ment of Mr. Greenway ie significant, and 
suggests that up to time the matter 
had been the subject of some negotiation be- 
tween the Ottawa and Local cabinets—for- 
inal or informal—and that no agreement had 
been reached. If this has been the case, and 
ihe restoration of a separate school system 
in this province bed put forward as 
esssatial by the Ottawa goverment, no one 
will question for a momen: that Mr. Green- 
Way's government arrived ai the only de- 
cission possible to it. The state of public 
opinion in this province is overwhelmingly 
against the restoration of separate sehools ; 
and no govern:nent can such a 
measure and retain power. Further, the 
opinion expressed by the privy council, that 
no violation of the law of 1890 was necessary, 
only such amendment of it as might be 
deemed sufficient to remove certain griev- 
ances, 8 eo strongly that the re- 
storation of senarete schools was not neces- 
Bary to a settlement, that the Free Press has 
urged thelocal goverment to act independent- 
ly io this direction. That such action would 
not heve been effective in preventing the 
threatened legislation at Uttawa, may have 
been the reason of inaction here, seems quite 
probable. If this is so, it is a sufficient 
reason; and it throws the onus of an un- 
heard of interference upon the Dominion 
goveroment, and adds ancther to the lainen- 
table mistakes they have already made in 
the matter, No matter how the dominion 
parliament may agree or divide on the pro- 
posed interference, Manitoba wiil be a unit 
in Opposing it by every constitut.onal 
means. 

The incident of Mr. Clark Wallace's 
resignation is merely corroborative evidence 
that the ultimatum of the restoration of 
separate echools or nothing, had been arrived 
at. The pending bye-elections cannot be 
expected to indicate anything as to this late 
and sudden phase of the question. Little 
now remains to be done but wait with what 
patience we may for the formai anvounce- 
ment to be made to parliament in Janu- 
ary.

NORTH ONTARIO. 


The election in North Ontario held on 
Dec. 1%:h, was importaut in that it was the 
first of a series of bye-elections to be held 
immediately before the session of parliament 
at which the government is pledged to pass 
remedial legiélation in regard to Manitoba 
schools, and therefore the question of that 
remedial legislation formed @ “= import- 
ant feature of the campaigo. he con- 
atituency has been conservative and liberal 
by turns ever since confederation. In 1887 
it went conservative by 158 and in 1891 by 
250. In the election jost. over the con- 
servative candidate was 754 votes ahead of 
the patron and 1044 ahead of the liberal! 
candidate. The votes polled were: Mc- 
Gillvray,conservate, 2168 ; Brandon, patron, 
1,514, aod Gillespie, iiverai, 1,124. The 
combived patron acd liberal vote was 270 

ter than the solid conservative vote, 
hke that of the previous bye-elections leaves 
very much in doubt just what 
is the opinion of the electors of North 
Ontario o1 the question of remedial legis- 
lation wh.ch they were supposed to express 
by their votes. The government candidate 
refused to pledge himee!f on the subject, and 
the leader of the government campaign, 
Hon. Mr. Foster, specifically contradicted 
the position which he aunounced at the 
prorogation of parliament as that of the 
government as to the measure of the pro- 
posed remedial iegislation. At the close of 
parimment he announced that the separate 
schools of Manitoba were to be re-establish. 
ed as they were before. In North Ontario 
he announced that they would only be re- 
established subject to the same regulations 
in educationa) matters «2 public schools. 
To complicate the matter still more Clarke 
Wallace, controller of customs, stumped the 
constituency for the government candidate— 
and the day befure election resigned from 
the cabinet because he did not with 
the government's remedial policy, although 
that policy had been greatly modified if 
Foster's statement was to be believed. The 
patron and the liberal candidates both de. 
clared against remedial legislation although 
the liberal candidate was a Roman Catholic. 
To confuse the result as much as the ques- 
tion was already confueed, the formerly 
liberal Catholic township of Rama gave a 
smail conservative majority, while the adjoin- 
ing liberal Catholic towuship of Mora increas. 
ed its fermer iiberal majorities. While the

THE ELECTIONS AND THE 
CHARTER. 


As the daie of the municipal elections 
approach it becomes in order to discuss 
the possibilites in municipal govern- 


ment for the coming year. As far as 


known the members of the present 
council intend to offer for re-election, 
aud uo other canditates have yet came 
forward. The principal question before 
the electors is that of the railway chart. 
er now being applied for, under which 
it is proposed that the town of Edmon- 
ton shall secure direct railway connec- 
tion. The importance to the town of 
securing that connection can scarcely 
be overestimated, and upon the terms 
under which it is secured depends the 
future welfare of the place. It is of 
the last degree of importance to Ed- 
monton that its interests in the maiter 
of this railway charter shall be safe- 
guarded, and it is to the council that 
the ratepayers must look for the safe- 
guarding of their interests. Under 
the circumstances the ratepayers natur- 
ally expect that those who ask for a re- 
newal of their confidence will place be- 
fore them the grounds upon which they 
claim that renewal. In short that they 
will set forth in unmistakeable terms 
just what they propose to do if re-elect- 
ed in the matter of this railway charter 
and how the interests of the town are to 
be safeguarded. it is to be regretted 
that up to the present time they have 
not seen fit todo so, and on the only 
occasion on which public reference has 
been made to the matter, namely at 
the Old Timers dinner, many of those 
present inferred from the remarks of 
the mayor and councillors Edmiston, 
Kelly and Picard that they did not in- 
tend to doso. If this is the intention— 
namely that the charter shall be passed 
without the electors having an oppor- 
tunity of knowing what are ite pro- 
visions and if necessary haviny those 
provisions made to conform to the 
town’s interests—the BULLETIN is com- 
pelled to dissent most strongly from it, 
and to claim that each ratepayer of the 
town has the same interest in the pro 
visions of the charter as the  rate- 
payers who for the time being com- 
pose the town council. While it is 
quite, within the power of the council 
to secure the passage of any charter 
that they may please, and while they 
may claim that their position entitles 
them on occasion to do _ that 
without reference to the  rate- 
payers, that is not the present 
ease. {tis nota council in office that 
is to secure the pas-age of a certain 
charter, but a council tu se elected, and 
if those councillors who lave already 
taken certain steps regarding the chart- 
er offer for re-election it is all the more 
reason that they should declare 
definitely and publicly what they 
have done and what they propose to do. 
If the present council is re-elected wi:h- 
out the electors being made aware of 
the particulars of their railway project 
it will simply mean that the electors 
have formally ‘endorsed they know not 
what; avhich is something that no body 
of property holders in the world can 
afford to do, and which very few muni 
cipal councils would ask their ratepay 
ers to do. It is something like two 
months since the council decided to get 
a railway charter passed, they have al- 
realy drawn from the town treasury 
the charges for its passage, tie session | 
of parliament before which it is to be 
presented will meet two weeks from to 
day, and the municipal elections will 
be of in a week or two more. Under 
the circumstances there can be no com- 
plaint that information ie being asked 
for too soon. If all information regard- 
ing the charter is not to hand it cer- 
tainly should be. Surely the council 
has not taken the town’s money to pay 
for the passage of a charter of whose 
provisions they are notaware. If the 
town hasto pay the whole cost of the

passage of this charter does it not or 
should it not belong to the town and 
to the town alone? And if it belongs 
to the town the ratepayers of the town 
have the same undoubted right to know 
all that it contains and that it does not 
contain, as they have in respect to any 
other property of the town. 

An important point in tais connection 
on which the ratepayers are entitled to 
information is in regard to the street 
railway charter procured by the town 
a couple of years ago which was held 
out as making full provision for the 
direct railway connection that is so 
much desired and that is the principal 
object of the proposed charter. This 
etreet railway charter was considered 
good enough at the time it was passed 
and cost the town a very considerable 
amount of money. It was considered 
good enough by the present council to 
incur last spring an expenditure of 
several hundred dollars in survey work. 
If that charter is good enough to secure 
the object desired, why replace it by 
another at additional expense? This is 
a matter upon which the present coun- 
cil can surely give an explanation, even 
if they do not think it necessary to ex- 
plain regarding their own scheme. On 
the other hand the ratepayers who com- 
posed the council which incurred the 
expenditure connected with securing 
the street railway charter, owe an ex- 
planation to the electors ‘f that charter 
is not sufficient for its purpose. Every- 
one supposed that under its provisons 
arrangements could be made for the 
bringing of the traffic of the C. & E. 


railway into Edmonton. That is what 
the people want of the present charter. 
If the first charter was good the second 


one is not necessary. And if the 
second one is necessary, those who as 
councillors were a party to procuring 
the first charter should even at this late 
date come forward and state the reasons 
for their action. The ratepayers of 
this town have no money to fool away 
on railway charters or railway schemes 
of any kind. They want the railway 
and are willing to pay for it, but some 
of them at any rate would like to 
know exactly wheu and upon what 
terms they may expect to get it. There 
may be times and occasions in which it 
is necessary to transact public business 
with closed doors. But the Bunvetin 
has no hesitation in saying that the 
time is past for closed doors in connec- 
tion with this railway business. If it 
is not now in shape to stand daylight it 
is either because it has not been pro- 
perly pushed to a conclusion during 
the time that has elapsed or it is not of 


a nature to bear public inspection.

CLARKE WALLACE. 

The Toronto World (Conservative) pub- 
lishes the following interview with Clarke 
Wallace, ex controller of customs, on the 
subject of his resignation. 


“Bat,” said the reporter, ‘‘you were a 
member of the Government which pledzed 
itself at the last session of Parliament to 
introduee remedial legislation in the event 
of the provincial authorities not finding a 
solution?” 

“No, you are mistaken,” Mr. Wallace 
replied. ‘I was a meinber of the govern. 
ment, but not of the Cabinet. I had not 
therefore, the privilege of sitting at the 
council Board, and of determ:ring the policy 
that should govern the ministry on the 
question. So I was not responsible, as the 
members of the Government were, and thus 
had no responsibility for the course that 
was announced lest July. At that time, 
however, I was assured that the representa. 
tions about to be made to Manitoba would 
remove the question from the federal arena. 
Being satistied now that the Manitoba 
government will take no action, and Parlia- 
ment having been called to meet on the 
2nd of January, I have thought it proper to 
give effect by my resignation to the opin- 
1on8 which I have always held and to which 
I have given utterance cn several occasions. 
It had been my hope that the provincial 
government of Manitoba would deal with 
thie question in a way to remove it from 
the arenes of federal politics, to which it 
does not at all belong. But that hope bav- 
ing been disappointed, no other course 
consistent with my opinions, and what I 
conceive to be my duty was open to me. I 
am bourd to accept he statements of the 
Premier and of the leader of the house of 
commons that under the circumstances 
which now present themselves their pledge 
will be carried out, and for that reason you 
can readily understand why as a life-long 
conservative, and as one who intends to 
remain of the same party, it is an obligation 
resting upon me to let the government of the 
day know precisely the course I intend to 
pursue rather than to seem by longer retain. 
ing the controllership of customs to be in 
sympathy with their policy on this question. 
i an, you will eee, asa result of my renig 
nation, free to vote on this question when 
it arises in accordance with what I believe 
to be the sentiments of the province of (n- 
tario upon it, and as I conceive it, of a 
majority of the people of Canada, I shall 
however, be found in the future as I have 
bees in the past, a firm supporter of the 
general policy of the conservative party. I 


recognise fully the seriousness of the step 
which I have taken. It certainly could be | 
charged against me that it is a selfish oue. 
But I have felt so strongly the undesirability 
of interfering with the province of Manitoba 
in the control of its educational affairs, and 
and so strongly against imposing the sepa- 
rate echool systen on that province against 
the will of its people, as to convince me of 
the propriety of the step 1 have taken, and 
I look for the confidence and good-will of 
my friends in that step.” 

“Will not your course be damaging to the 
conservative party?” the reporter asked. 

*‘No; quite the contrary, as I look at it. 
My opinivn is that the best interests of the 
conservative party are to be promoted by 
permitting the provinces to control their 
eductional affairs.”
